2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-5, 8, 15-19, 22, 31, and 36-43 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Scki et al. (US 
5,694,389). 

As shown in figure 5, Scki et al. disclose a device to be used in a communication system in which a first unit (transmitter) 
communicates with a second (receiver) using a common frequency, comprising: 

(1) regarding claims 1, 15, 31, and 36-43: 

means for detecting an offset (318, 320, and 312 in figure 5) between the common frequency used by the first unit 
(transmitter) and the second unit (figure 5) in a first signal (outputted form 316) transmitted by the first unit and received by second 
unit (receiver); 

means for adjusting the common frequency (303) in accordance with the offset in a second signal (outputted from 319) as 

claimed. 

(2) regarding claims 2 and 16: 

wherein the common frequency is a carrier frequency ( abstract). 

(3) regarding claims 3 and 16: 

wherein it well known that the common frequency can be a sampling frequency. 

(4) regarding claims 4 and 18: 

wherein further comprising a correlator (318) as claimed. 

(5) regarding claims 5 and 19: 

wherein comprising means ( 303) for digital shifting data as claimed. 

(6) regarding claims 8 and 22: 

wherein further comprising a means (312) for locking onto the offset in the carrier frequency as claimed. 

Claims 6-7, 9-14, 20-21, 23-30, and 32-35 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), because the prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest the device further comprises a digital interpolating data to be transmitted in accordance with the sampling 
frequency and means for performing a variable telay as claimed.
